BAR LE DUC, 
Menno, Nov. 4.— 
Looking back from the airth anni­ 
versary of the end of the war and 
the beginning of the demobilisation 
period, thousands of American boys 
will remember this ancient city as a 
gateway to and from the ’mnt. 
Six years ago it was chiefly dis­ 
tinguished by its mud and its mili­ 
tary police. 
Today it is a very dif­ 
ferent place.

M. P.'s have disappeared. 
Even the

cigarets can he purchased in tile local 
■tores. 
A happy state of peace and rest­ 
fulness is' the most striking impres­ 
sion of these districts once so famil­ 
iar to the Yanks. 
The towns and 
cities of this section of the Mouse 
valley get along very well without 
the mud and the M. P.'s. 
But there 
is one difficulty. 
That 
good 
old 
friend the R. T. O. (Railroad Trans­ 
port Officer is no longer on the job 
If a veteran asks a native for direc­ 
tion to this or that obscure place, 
the visitor will he told that there is 
nothing to see. 
The native is right 
at this late day, but the visitor usu­ 
ally wishes that the R. T. O. had 
remained. 
He always put the boys 
right and this land still needs him. 
One must look long to 
discover 
signs that such a visitation as that 
bestowed by the American army ever 
happened to this place. A music store 


j s trying to sell “Smiles" and “K aty” 
and that “ Long, I^ong Trail’’ thing, 
but the market 
is jhmjt in a city 
where the patriots have for years be­ 
lieved that the American 
national 
anthem went to the tune of “I had a 
little dog and his nam* was Ben." 
There is another shop 
advertising 
“American 
war 
stores." 
offering 
• birls, boots, woolen socks, and m at­ 
tress-like underwear, 
hut the 
stock 
looks as though it ought to be re­ 
tired without pay. 
Tho lintel de 
Met* has been repaired, but not im­ 
proved, and an old friend, Madem­ 
oiselle the cashier, is still there. 
A 
few of rite farmers drive to town in 
I . S. army trucks which seem as 
useful as ever and just as jostling. 
Music Still on th* .lob. 
But no artillery or engineer will 
stand long on the hanks of the canal 
without feeling a jab somewhere un­ 
der the left ribs. 
Along comes a 
pair of our army mules dragging a 
barge. 
Yet give them credit, for as 
they go they still “soldier.'* 
Traveling over the hillside*, 
nil 
trace of American encampmenta has 
been removed. 
The fields sr* rich 
with crops and 
the villagers look 
wonderingly a t visitors in an auto- 


uled Met* offensive, hove been en-1 
ti rely washed out. 
Vnvincourt, from 
w here the 01st Squadron sent over 
its Salnisons by day, and the 0th 
its black Breguets by night, has no 
mark of Americanism now, except a 
wooden sign on a farmhouse at its 
only crossroad reading, 
“Broadway 
and 43d street.” 
Souiliy, once a 
proud army-command 
center, 
now 
means little in th* economic devel­ 
opment of France and nothing for 
war purposes. 
At St. Mihiels. 
The city of St. Mihiel, hearing a 
name that 
can never 
die out of 
American history, 
has come hack 
strong. 
When 
Americana 
first 
crossed the bridge the place * « i a 
hopeless mass of ruins, with all of 
its stone 
buildings 
forsaken, and 
most of them crumbled. 
Today it is 
a thriving city, comfortably restored 
on the lowland plain. 
Moat of the 
buildings are entirely new and they 
nre all better in a modern 
sense 
than those old structures caught by 
the German-American artillery duel. 
The French barrack a 
on th* out­ 
skirts of town have not been 
re­ 
stored, although the punctured walls 
still stand. 
The ancient tribal atrongholda on 
the liillsidcs, remain as the Armis­ 
tice left them—deposits 
of broken 
stones. 
To the north, at Hatton- 
chatel, which Jerry held 
for over 
four years and thought impregnable 
u n til,th* Yankee pincers mode him 
withdraw, there is a fins example 
of American devotion to France. The 
old building on the commanding hill 
has been completely rebuilt by pri­ 
vate American admirers. 
Yet all this Meuse country was 
greater in war than it is in peace. 
Coming back into Bar-le-Duc after a 
tour of the neighborhood, any Yankee 
war veteran will again long for a 
leave to Paris. 
He will he glad that 
the war is over and that there are 
no M. r.’s to question his papers. 
He will learn, despite the absence of 
the ll. T. O., that the usual after­ 
noon train is running and running 
over that roadbed built by American 
engineers. 
He will not have to worry 
about a seat, for he can now make 
a reservation, and there will be no 
tired soldiers sleeping in the corri­ 
dors of the conch. 
The train will 
stop at Chateau Tlii«wry, ami per­ 
haps at Meaux, but it won't waste 
much time and he will know that the 
war is over and there is no use go­ 
ing hack and trying to fight It again. 
II** won't have to get off at Auster­ 
litz, as tile boys without [Misses used 
to do, and he needn’t worry about 
overstaying a three-dny 
leave, be­ 
cause Baria now 
gives a foreigner 
two months before he has to regis­ 
ter with the police. 
Landing at the flare de 1'Eait, as 
of old, sn American might hall one 
of those inimitable red taxicabs, one 
that responded to the call in 1014 
to rush. troops to the Battle of the 
Marne f**r the glory of France, for 
many of them are still in mrmnie- 
sinn.

At Least That’s What Stat­ 
istician Figures

woman pays,’ la a phrase which holds 
significance in 
th# barbershop 
at 
least. 
Where * man can step into 
a shop and get a haircut for thirty- 
five cent*, (some placet) a woman 
has no such luck. Even at the fourth 
rate shops where butchering rather 
than barbering marks the results, one 
has to pay from seventy-five centa to 
a dollar for a hair trim. 
Better shops in New York charge 
from a dollar and a half to four 
dollars for a haircut. 
That brines 
the high cost of being bobbed up con­ 
siderably as one generally gets a hair- 
trim every tm*o weeks. 
One goes to

it is worth the price, according to 
those who are bobbed. 
The fashionable boyish cut la the 
equivalent to the feather cut in the 
masculine world. 
When a man oaks 
for a feather cut he knows that he is 
going to hare a feather cut. but when 
a woman asks for one she 
never 
knows what's going to happen to her. 
Her hair is ruffled up and 
back- 
combed and cut and snipped until 
each hair is a bristle of uneven length 
If the effect ian't becoming, 
one 
blames the barber sad console* one­ 
self with th* thought that in three 
ar Jour months on# cab try another 


barber shop and hope for better re­ 
sults. 
Hair cuts grow shorter and shorter, 
it seems. Recently a few women hnve 
been trying out n typical mannish 
haircut only allowing, as a conces­ 
sion to vanity, a short alde-burn ef­ 
fect in front of the ears. 
The hair 
is cut fully as short as a man's all 
about the head leaving the ears show­ 
ing.

4,—Democracy in 
Japan took another long
